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DETAILED ACTION 


Figure 3, "Prior Art" must be added. 

1 . Claims 2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

2. Claim 2 is unclear, it should call for a "third board similar to the second board". 

3. Claims 1 , 3, 4, 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Saito in view of Kato . 

4. Saito, figure 1 first board 14 has a second part at 14b onto which a second board 
42 is arranged, the board 42 conductor's read as busbars. The first board is not shown 
with wires. Wiring within a housing such as 14 of Saito is standard as shown by Kato 
fig 5 at 30 . Obvious to include such wiring in Saito part 14 to join conductive parts in 
part 14 . This would meet terms "wires are wired". Claims 3, 5 appear met by Saito. 
Claim 4, use of grooves would be obvious way to retain busbar in part 13
